HOSPITAL WERE OF MEDIAE- 


VAL CHARACTER. 


According to Testimony of Former 


Patient Creates Great Sensation 


at Board Meeting. 


Massillon, Ohio, June 11.—The real 


sensation of the investigation by the 
committee of the charges of cruel ty 
in connection 
with the caie of pa- 


tients at the Massillon State hospital, 
was sprung when John H. Low of 
Steubenville, who said he was a pa- 
tient in the hospital in 1906, testified 
that he saw inmates of the institution 
beaten and tramped upon oy attend- 
ants and other patients. 


Mr. Low said that in one case death 


occurred the day after the patient had 
been abused He mentioned the names 
of three patients who were brutally 
treated. He said: 


"I saw a patient 
named 
Walter 


thrown down on the 
hospital ward 


floor and jumped on by the attendant 
because he would not eat his meal. 
The attendant tried to force the food 
between his teeth. They tried to run 
a rubber tube into his nose. 
When 


the attendant got him down on the flat 
of his back he got a patient to help 
him. 
They abused the patients ter- 


ribly while I was there.'" 


Asked for a more definite descrip- 


tion, the witness said the attendant 
got Walters down and put his knees 
on his chest and tried to make him 
eat. 
The attendant struck him in the 


face with his fist. He said there was 
one old man from Dillonvale, a pa- 
tient, who abused other patients.
